Qrsatstt Precaution Marks Annual 
"Smash- Up" at Mint 

At the United Stutes mint at Ptiiia- 
delpliia are made ali tlie coinage dies 
and on the last day of each .vear all 
these dit'S are ilp.stm.voa. A die that 
mints the one-cent pieces costs just 
as much as the one that tarns ont the 
$20 gold pieces. 

Each die is a round picoe of steel 
three inches long, sioiiini; iit the top 
to the size ot the coin it is to .stamp, 
and each, of course, bearing a differ- 
ent (lesi^rn acninliiitr to tlic coin it 
l,s to produce. I'.ut in imp iiiirticuiar 
the.v iirp all alike — oiich must hear the 
same date, tliat otf tlie current year. 

f»n December SI all these dies, from 
double enprU's down to the smallest 
gold pieces, and fi-nm dollars t<» dime.« 
in silver, as also tliose for nickels and 
cents, are talweu to the mint bUiclk- 
smith shop, and in the presence of the 
Biyerintendent of tlie mint. f!ie coiner 
and the assa.ver are hammered out of 
*ihape, and all semblance of the 
stamp destroyed with siedg«s on an 
anvil. 

New riie.s are then put into use 
bearing the date of tlie new year. 
Thus no government coin can be 
stamped in the current year bearing 
the date of any previous year.
